Planting potatoes In hills, as 
illustrated in. the accompanying 
Ganten-Graph, 1s the easiest 
method for ‘a small planting. 
Scoop out holes, witii a hoe, each 
hole four Inches deep and 18 to 
24 inches apart. 

When planting larger areas the 
trench or furrow method will

probably result in better potatoes. 
‘Tho furrow, as illustrated, should 
be “six to’ maven Inches .deep. 
Spread fertilizer in the bottom of 
the furrow and mix It well with 
the soll, then cover It over with 
two or three inches of top soil. 

In planting in tronches set the 
pieces of eeed potato 10 to 12 
inches apart, as iiustrated. Noxt, 
cover the seed. pleces with the 
remaining soll. As tha roots 
grow downward they will be fed 
by the fertilizer. 

As soon as the potato plants 
are three to four inches high be 
prepared to spray or dust them 
as protection against disease,
